“Strength in government can only 
be established by intelligence among 
the governed.” 
This was the keynote 
of an address by Dr. Martin G . Brum­ 
baugh, president of Juniata College, 
and former governor of Pennsylvania, 
at the opening session of the thirty- 
fourth annual convention of the Ad­ 
ams county school directors’ associa­ 
tion, at thu court house, Thursday a ft­ 
ernoon. 
“Here in 
America,” 
the 
speaker 
continued, 
“we 
must 
understand 
each other, must talk together, must 
live together, work together and pray 
together. 
If we can do these things, 
we are strengthening this civilization 
of ours. 
“Schools 
must be 
established for 
safety in government, and I heartily 
believe in compulsory education, be­ 
cause ii means that children must at­ 
tend school whether they want to or 
not. 
I believe that compulsion make* 
for intelligence.” 
Republics In Name 
In comparison with the liberalism 
of the American school system and the 
republicanism of the American form 
of government, Dr. Brumbaugh cited 
the countries of Cuba, 
Mexico 
and 
Germany, which, he said, were “re­ 
publics in name only.” 
“Children must be taught and m ust 
become intelligent,” he continued, “so 
th a t they, in turn, can enact laws and 
establish a true form of republic.” 
The form er governor stressed the 
point that teachers 
should 
have no 
favorites among their pupils. 
Each 
child in a school should have the same 
opportunity as every other one. he a s­ 
serted, just as laws in a republic are 
for everybody equally. 
Along with the teaching of reading, 
w riting and 
arithmetic, the speaker 
pleaded for the instruction of children 
in honesty and courtesy. 
He deplored 
tho fact that many students get just 
enough 
education 
to 
be 
classed 
“sm art” enough to defraud their fel­ 
low's. 
“ If you 
teach children 
properly, 
they will come back and thank you, 
l>ut if you fail in this mission, your 
only reward will be their scorn,” Dr. 
Brumbaugh said in closing. 
Dr. Charles F. Sanders 
Dr. Charles F. Sanders, of the G et­ 
tysburg College faculty, followed Dr. 
Brumbaugh.

Sanders spoke on 
the 
subject, 
“ The 
Mission 
of 
the 
Rural School,” opening his address by 
declaring that he “hoped to pay back 
a little of the debt I own? the rural 
school by coming before you directors 
and talking to you.” 
After describing’ the 
village 
and 
country school, where President Cool­ 
idge was horn and received his early 
education. Dr. Sanders drove home the 
fact that school 
directors 
have 
as 
much, if not greater, responsibility 
than bank directors. 
The importance of agriculture also 
was stressed by the speaker. 
T hat a 
nation cannot live when agriculture 


f a ils was his belief, he said, adding 
that the failure shows the decay of 
civilization. 
He urged the directors to visit their 
schools, and to show an interest in 
the teacher, pupils and the school’s 
affairs in general. 
Dr. Sanders was 
particularly 
insistent 
that 
the di- 
i actors know the type of teacher they 
employ, and whether he or she fills 
the need of their particular school. 
“Teachers, who inspire the children 
to better and nobler things, are the 
kind of teacher to be employed,” ne 
declared, adding that “a teacher who 
fails to inspire the 
pupils 
and 
to 
teach them the value of sound judg­ 
ment is a menace to society.”
